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The choice of suitable varieties and the selection of good 
cultural practices is most important to successful vegetable gardening in 
the northern short season areas. Limited moisture in the early summer 
indicates the need for varieties that x-jill do well under these conditions. 

The following varieties are recommended for the Lower Peace River region based 
on trials carried out at the Fort Vermilion Experimental Farm, The folloxeng 
list includes many old favorites xjith some of the new suitable varieties added
